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COMPILER'S NOTE 

IN this volume an attempt has been made to treat 
American authors precisely as English authors were 
treated in my Anglo-American First Editions: East to 
West, published in 1935 . The two volumes are com- 
plementary to one another and, taken as a single 
work, will I believe help students on both sides 
of the Atlantic Ocean, who are interested in the his- 
tory of publishing during the Nineteenth Century, to 
realise how the copyright laws of England and 
America influenced both books and writers. 
Two features of the present work call for a word of 
explanation. It will, in the first place, be observed 
that the bibliographies of BRET HARTE and HENRY 
JAMES overlap into the present century. As it seemed 
of considerable importance to establish priorities of 
publication to the very end of their writing lives, I 
have carried this book beyond the date-limit of its 
predecessor, which ended with 1900. In the second 
place, although MRS. SUSANNA HASWELL ROWSON 
was born in England, I have dealt with her as an 
American author, because she spent the impression- 
able years from seven to fourteen in the American 
Colonies, returned at the age of thirty to become an 
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actress, and finally, for the balance of her life, a New 
England school teacher. And also because in her 
novels, Charlotte, later Charlotte Temple, and Reuben 
and Rachel, are important pictures of early American 
life. 

I would like to add that, over and above the authors 
dealt with in the following pages, the following 
writers were also investigated, but without the dis- 
covery that any of their works were published in 
England prior to their appearance in America: 
WILLIAM CULLEN BRYANT, GEORGE W. CABLE, 
EUGENE FIELD, SIDNEY LANIER, THOMAS NELSON 
PAGE, and LEW WALLACE. It may, I think, be 
assumed that the first editions of these authors were 
all of American origin. 

It is interesting to note that, whereas the publica- 
tions dealt with in Anglo-American First Editions: 
East to West, were mostly unauthorised, the ones 
described in this volume were, for the major part, 
authorised editions, and that in most instances the 
publishers were able to supply the actual publication 
dates. To the Houghton Mifflin Co., of Boston, 
Mass., I am greatly indebted for their co-operation in 
supplying the publication dates, not only of their 
own publications, but in many cases of those of their 
predecessors Ticknor and Fields. Further, but for 
their kind co-operation, the section devoted to BRET 
HARTE could not have been made so complete. I also 
wish to acknowledge and thank the following pub- 
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lishers for their kind co-operation: Messrs. Chapman 
& Hall; Chatto Sc Windus; J. M. Dent; William 
Heinemann; Longmans, Green; Methuen; John 
Murray; and Charles Scribner's Sons. 

To the following individuals I am indebted for 
many kind suggestions and the loan of books :

INTRODUCTION 

FOR the book-collector these are mournful years. 
The great economic crisis swept away the exhilar- 
ating values of his books., and with them many of 
the collectors themselves. A listless apathy fell upon 
the auction room, and the bookseller sat, bankrupt 
and unvisited, surrounded by a stock bought at 
prices never again to be attained. Here and there a 
few optimistic collectors have survived the storm, 
and, as they wait for the sure revival, they will 
welcome as the sign of the receding waters, the leaves 
of this bibliographical work. 

But it is not only as such a witness that Mr. Brussels 
book warms the heart of the collector. There is also 
the fact that its appearance is made just at the right 
moment, when we are free from the truculent 
speculator, and are in the mood to settle once for all 
the controversial problem that is implicit in its 
contents. 

In a foreword to his first volume, Anglo-American 
First Editions; East to West., Mr. Brussel wrote: 
"To the compiler of this bibliography a first edition 
is the first printing of a book, whether or not it was 
first published in the country of the author's origin." 
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It is difficult to believe that anyone could be found 
to deny the truth of such a statement. It seems so 
obvious a truism as to be in the nature of a platitude. 
And yet round this assertion there has raged for 
some years a bibliographical controversy so bitter 
that even the production of Mr. Brussels two books, 
providing as they do the printed proof of foreign 
priority, will hardly be sufficient to bring it to its 
inevitable conclusion. 

The illogical school, who maintain that a first 
edition follows the flag, have been driven by count- 
less glaring examples to the contrary petulantly to 
declare that such points should be left to the col- 
lector, who must be the final arbiter. Bound to- 
gether by the urge of self-preservation, collector 
and seller assume an indignation they cannot really 
feel at the alleged bullying of the expert, and loudly 
assert the right of the individual to consult his own 
caprice. No one denies that right. A man who 
wishes to collect second editions, or any other kind 
of edition, is obviously at liberty to do so. But if he 
sets out to collect first editions, it must be the first 
edition that he collects, and not a first English 
edition, first American edition, first published 
edition, or any other hyphenated hybrid. 

It is, of course, not surprising that vested interests 
dislike the discussion of this question. Any altera- 
tion in the rules of "this book-collecting game" 
ajffects values, and naturally alarms those who have 
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already bought and those who wish to sell. It is 
impossible not to sympathise with the collector or 
the bookseller who has placed an expensive book 
upon his shelves under the impression that it is an 
established first edition, only to be told that it is of 
no value. Such a man is in exactly the same position 
as the possessor of the notorious forged pamphlets, 
and it is not a comfortable one. But the true col- 
lector, like the true scientist, should not resent the 
new discovery that places his own copy on the scrap- 
heap. There is always a chance that he may make the 
discovery himself. Or he may have the good fortune 
to be early upon the scene and not lose a great deal. 
But even if he is late and the loss is considerable, he 
must be well aware that such temporary profits and 
losses are nothing to the vast values ultimately 
acquired by obtaining the right edition of the right 
author. 

No doubt it is very difficult to ascertain what is the 
genuine first edition of a book. Those who have 
studied the monumental work of Mr. Michael 
Sadleir on Trollope, or of Mr. Greville Worthington 
on the Waverley Novels, will observe how minute 
the expert examination is, how carefully every point 
is weighed, how widely the net of evidence is 
spread, to obtain the proof of priority. Nothing is 
neglected. Publishers' records, the date of reception 
at the British Museum, the date and contents of 
advertisements, the letters and diaries of the author, 
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are scrupulously sifted in the search for priority of 
issue. It would indeed be absurd if the one factor 
to be ignored were the date of printing abroad. 

The bibliographer, like the collector, has a natural 
desire for finality, and in both is invariably found the 
instinct to decide that the book he has is the right 
one. On the other hand, the problem of discovering 
what is the genuine first edition constitutes a large 
part of the pleasure and value of collecting, and is 
the essential basis of bibliography. Truth is more 
important than finality, and however our instincts 
or our interests may prompt us to revolt, will 
certainly prevail. 

It would be easy enough to reduce the business of 
book-collecting to simple proportions. The collector 
can proceed to buy a copy of Pickwick with the date 
1837 on the title page and delude himself that he 
possesses a first edition. He will find many such 
copies entitled "first edition" in the catalogues of 
booksellers. He only has to ignore the 243 necessary 
"points." Years of expert research have been given 
to the accumulation of these "points," and the 
collector must not be disturbed if some day a 244th 
is discovered. First editions are in all sorts of stages 
in their career. Some have never received expert 
examination at all, and the collector has to work 
by the dim light of his own apprehensions. Others 
have reached, like Kipling and Henry James, the 
stage of incomplete bibliography, in which a certain 
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amount of information is available but many pro- 
blems are left undecided. I have, for instance, in 
my possession five varieties of Meredith's Poems and 
Lyrics of 1883 awaiting the decision of eventual 
priority. Sooner or later, granted the importance of 
the author, the evidence of priority accumulates and 
is recorded by the bibliographer. No factor that 
throws light upon that priority can ultimately be 
ignored, and Mr. Brussels determination to take a 
first step in the tabulation of first editions printed 
abroad is in the true tradition of bibliography. 
Reluctant collectors have already had to give some 
ground on this controversial question. The edition 
of Prevost's Manon Lescaut which was printed in 
Holland in 1731, of Voltaire's Candide which was 
printed in Switzerland in 1759, and of Shelley's 
Adonais which was printed in Pisa in 1821 are ad- 
mitted to be first editions. Certain books, on no 
visible principle, like the American edition of 
Meredith's Evan Harrington already do not "follow 
the flag." The exact nationality of Henry James has 
also been a trouble to the heretic, who cannot in this 
case make up his mind which flag to follow, or the 
exact date on which the flag was changed. Other 
disturbing facts are coming to light. It is known, 
for instance, that most of Mark Twain's important 
books and many of Fenimore Cooper's were first 
published in England. On all these points Mr. 
Brussel is authoritative. Also the American editions 
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of Kipling are fetching prices that look as if their 
purchasers considered them to be first editions. In 
these matters it is the first step that counts ; and it 
cannot be long before some enterprising collector 
discovers that the many first editions of Thackeray 
published by Appleton in New York can be bought 
for a song, or still better by the sale of only one of the 
English publications that now purport to be " first" 
in the auction rooms. 

It is difficult to hold the fort. To do so we have to 
pretend that the English edition of Bottomley's 
Vision of Giorgione 1920 precedes his American of 
1910, that the English edition of Yeats's Cutting of 
an Agate 1919 precedes the American of 1912, and 
that the English edition of Lamb's Last Essays of 
Etta 1833 precedes the American of 1828. Still 
worse is the sad case of George Moore's ferronik the 
Fool which was published in America in 1924 and 
1926 and in France in 1928, but has not been pub- 
lished in England at all. Presumably the first edition 
of this book does not yet exist. 

Some protagonists of the lost cause have taken 
refuge in the position that they will admit the 
foreign printing if the year is earlier, but refuse it for 
any shorter period of time. The position is not 
tenable. There Is no essential difference of principle 
between years, months, days or even hours. Many 
of the foreign "firsts" of Galsworthy, Lawrence and 
Masefield precede the English by very short periods

of time. In each case it is the priority., however short, 
that counts. Griffiths, the careful bibliographer of 
Pope, describes the three first issues of the 'Letters 
of 1735 as "Morning Edition, May 12," "Afternoon 
Edition, May 12," and "Booksellers A, May 28." 
All that is necessary is to establish and prove the 
priority. 

There are always strong forces ready to combat a 
new idea. Apart from self-interest, there is habit, 
and the dislike of taking trouble. The voices of the 
past are very loud and insistent, and it always seems 
as if the new truth, however firmly based on logic, 
has as little chance as David against Goliath. But 
the work of Mr. Brussel is a portent, warning the 
wise collector to accept the inevitable.

The following extract from a letter written by Emerson to 
John Chapman from Concord, Mass., under the date of 
October 10, 1849, throws further light on the matter of prior 
publication, and on variant texts of the English and American 
editions: <c . . . and, as you choose to make my book more 
important than I did, I am content to send you the Ms. copy, 
if I can, in advance of our printing. It now seems pretty 
certain that I shall not get any copy delivered to the printers 
here before i November, and I will try to send you the whole 
or a part at some time. But I am so bad a workman against 
time, that you cannot quite rely on me."

The note 
to "He must spell Baker'" is found at the end in the private 
issue, and also in the Routledge edition, but is put as a foot- 
note to the test on p. 125 in the published Boston edition. 

Note II: On August 23, 1868, Longfellow wrote to James T. 
Fields: <c Please publish the New England Tragedies on Saturday., 
October 10. This is the day I have agreed with Routledge. . . ." 
The American edition was copyrighted on the i2th of 
October. The eleventh falling on a Sunday would account for 
delay in the copies reaching Washington, D.C.

Whether or not the above came in wrappers, I am unable to 
state, as the only copy examined was bound up with other 
pamphlets. 

Note: In January 1874 James R. Qsgooci & Co. struck off 
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for Longfellow a few copies of this book privately, and sent 
a copy to George Routledge & Sons solely for the use of their 
artists in preparing for an illustrated edition. Instead, they 
put it into type and published it immediately. On February 
26, 1874, Longfellow wrote to Mr. Osgood as follows: "I 
know nothing about this unpleasant business beyond the fact 
that Routledge has published the book. This I learn from a 
London paper. The Etfio, which gives a notice of it, with long 
extracts. So there can be no doubt on that point." The copy 
in The British Museum is stamped as being received on May 6, 
1874. On November 17, 1874, Longfellow wrote to Greene,

In the magazine issue the 
upper portion of the first page is filled by a heading The 
Atlantic Monthly , etc., with the volume number, dates, etc. 
These spaces in the Bodleian Copy on pp. (i), (37), and (63) are 
blank. Parts I and IH ended on the recto of the leaf, and in 
the magazine a new article began on the verso in each case, 
while in the 'Bodleian Copy these pages (36 and 94) are blank. 
As the January number began a new volume, the pagination 
in the "Bodleian Copy is the same. Part II is paged in the maga- 
zine 145-170, and Part HI is paged 289-319. In the Bodleian 
CGpj they are paged continuously with Part I. In the headline 
of the left-hand pages of the magazine is the month and in 
that of the right-hand pages the year.
